It was disclosed over the week-end 


that the archbishops of Canterbury 
and York recently absented themsel- 
ves from a royal function where they 
had been "commanded" to appear, as 
a protest against the expected presence 
of.'.Irs. Wallis Warfield Simpson. 


Significance Stressed 


The significance of this snub to the 


king can hardly be overestimated. 
Throughout centuries of English his- 
tory the archbishop of Canterbury has 
wielded an influence scarcely secon- 
dary to that of the throne. He is the 
primate of the Church of England, and 
the archbishop of York is second in 
command. 


To offend these dignitaries is to chal- 


lenge the displeasure of the English 
populace, so imbedded in English con- 
sciousness is the notion of ecclesiastical 
auguslncss. Yet King Edward VIII did 
it for the sago of the charming Amer- 
ican from Baltimore. 


The scene between the king and the 


two venerable archbishops—which may 
go down in history with the stories of 
Cardinal Wolscy and Thomas Beckett 
—was dramatic. 


No Frankness Spared 


iince not even an iirzhibshop crude- 
says "no" to a royal invitation, the 


two prelates called on King Edward 
and "respectfully requested to be id- 
lowed to decline" their invitations. 
Reliable reports say that they made it 
painfully clear that Mrs. Simpson's 
presence: at the parly was the reason 
they couldn't attend.

greatly distressed, court circles report- 
ed. Whether he pleaded with them to 
reconsider, the court informant could- 
n't say. Those who know the king de- 
clare his strong will in matters of im- 
portance- to him would never permit 
him to become: tin: petitioner. The in- 
terview between the grave church men 
entrenched in their pride and tradition 
and the bachelor monarch fired with 
loyally to the woman who has capti- 
vated him, ended with both sides 
standing their ground. Edward would- 
n't recede. The archbishops likewise 
were adamant and did not attend the 
function.

Q—Hembree, to be frank with you, I 


want to know and the people want 
to know what the motive is behind 
this trouble. 


A—Well, buddy, I'm not going to 


make a statement today. I never did 
crave any publicity. 


Q—But there are a lot of rumors 


floating around the county, and I 
thought maybe you would give me a 
few facts. That will quite the stories 
that I hear and the people will know 
the truth. 


There was no answer to this. 
Hembree glanced out of the window

If the hands are kept too long in 


carbon tetrachloride, the chemicals 
.will draw the fat out of the'skin, which 
.then becomes dry. A dry skin cracks 
easily, and germs then can enter and 
cause secondary infection. People who 


< wprk a great deal with carbon tetra- 


chloride should grease the hands reg- 


ularly with ointment before going to 
work, to prevent the dryness that may 
result. 


In preventing intoxication from car- 


bon tetrachloride, good ventilation is 
of utmost improtance. The fumes are 
heavier than air and seek the lower 
levels. In large plants where many 
worKers are employed, it is customary 
to build suction devices which will 
draw the poisonous fumes out of the 
room. 


Carbon tetrachloride should never 


be .used in shampoos for hair drying 
'because .of the danger of poisoning 
those on whom it is used. 


A person who is actually poisoned 


by carbon tetrachloride should be re- 
moved at once from contact with the 
substance and given plenty of fresh 
air. The doctor will alkalinize the 
body, provide suitable remedies for 
.building up the feipod, and will gyard 
against any possible dangers to stom- 
ach, 
kidneys, and .other organs which 


may .be damaged by this chemical.

Phoebe Jordan spends two years in 


prison, the confessed "mercy killer" of 
her mother, who was a hopeless cancer 
victim. She emerges to face life with 
her middle class family under altered 
circumstances. 


The Jordans remain loyal in a half- 


hearted way—all except the elder sis- 
ter, Harriet. But there is no question 
at all of the loyalty of Stephen Pritch- 
ard and Barbara Morris, her friends, 
and it is to them she turns for protec- 
tion, comfort, and understanding?' 


The newspapers take up her 'story 


anew, letters pour in from all sides, 
letters of hate and contempt from 
which she turns in agony and letters 
of worship and adulation upon which 
she leans more and more. Which was 
she—murderess or heroine? 


To Carolyn Maunde, rich and eccen-

In "Green Margilns" (Houghton-Mif- 


flin, ?2.50), E. P. O'Donnell exploits a 
locale new to American fiction—(he- 
flat, marshy delta of the Mississippi 
below New Orleans. 


It is a strange and interesting coun- 


try; a sort of side pocket in American 
life, evidently, where people are isolat- 
ed and remote, where old customs 
linger long, whore passions run close 
to the surface, and life is met on dif- 
ferent terms from those faced else- 
where. 


Mr. O'Donnell devotes himself chief- 


ly to Sister Kalavich, daughter of a 
Dalmatian immigrant father and a 


i "Cajun" mother. Her mother is dead; 
her father, her brother, and herself 
live on a small orange grove beside 
the river. 


Into Sister's life there come a Ten- 


nessee mountaineer (of all people), 
drifting downstream in a boat; a young 
blood who lives by smuggling Chinese 
into the country and who goes to prisr 
on for it; a very arty young artist who 
is down to paint the rich colors of the 
delta country; and a quite incredible 
old grandfather who lives in a hut in 
the marshland and diverts himself by 
reading Blake ynd Shakespeare. 


With these characters Mr. O'Donnell 


weaves an interesting and eventful 
story. He is concerned with life's fun- 
damental elements—with hunger, love, 
hate, and the confused, baffled striv- 
ing for values which the dull routine 
of daily living does not yield. 


He writes eloquently, with poetic in- 


sight and a fine feeling for the strange, 
rich delta country. 


Where he fails is in making his prin- 


cipal characters believable. It is hard 
to accept them 95 real people. 


They seem like figures put of 9 book, 


not like the flesh-and-blood human 
beinge. This failing keeps a worth-

Words hardly could tell a plainer 


story than that presented by the Octo- 
ber itineraries of the two principal 
candidate for president. 


Unless—as some believe—the out- 


come of the election was settled long 
in advance, what Messrs. Roosevelt and 
Lundon do during this calendar month 
will settle it. 


What they are doing, as with one ac- 


cord, is to concentrate their efforts on 
the north central section of the coun- 
try which lies between the two great 
mountain ranges. There will be a few 
brief excursions elsewhere, but per- 
haps nine-tentlis'of the pressure from 
now on will be applied to the midwest. 


Seldom in past campaigns has a sit- 


uation been so clearly defined. In the 
south and the far west, the Democrats 
regard themselves as secure. In New 
England and most of the east, the Re- 
publicans count the battle won. But 
from Ohio to Colorado, across the 
whole expanse of the inland plain, fur- 
ious action testifies to the concern in 
both party camps. 


In all of that section there is not a 


single state in which either .side is 
ready to abandon hope. 


Center On Midwest 


It may be. of course, that one party 


or the other is mistaken about its 
claims elsewhere. Certainly the Dem- 
ocrats mean to keep pounding away 
in Pennsylvania, New York and some 
other eastern states, and the Repub- 
licans will continue their campaign 
in earnest in t.ome of the far western 
nnd border states. 


But New York and Pennsylvania 


not only lie in that eastern commercial 
and financial section where such bitter 
opposition to Mr. Roosevelt has devel- 
oped, but their presidential traditions 
are deeply Republican. It may be they 
are good Democratic bets this year; 
yet there is no Democrat who is willing 
to risk everything on either of these 
states. The Democratic managers mean

in. In my last tv/o years at Tulane, the 


reen Wave knocked off 17 straight 


before we were repulsed by Southern 
California in the Rose Bowl on New 
Year's Day of 1932. 


Most football followers whose fav- 


orites are on such triumphant sprees 
as the one the Gophers now arc en- 
enjoying will be surprised to know 
that they show the effects of the 
strain far more than the players who 
really are on the spot from week to 
week. At least, .that has been my ex- 
perience with Minnesota varsities that 
so successfully have launched their 
fourth consecutive season without a 
licking. 


Minnesota players this season, for 


example, never us much as mention 
the winning streak when they get. to- 
gether among themselves informally. 


I have taken particular pains to get 


the lowdown on this angle because if 
I know what they are thinking about 
I can change my methods to handle 
such a situation. But I have yet to 
hear the slightest chatter about their 
feats or notice the slightest sign of 
worry among the boys as to a possible 
defeat in any one game.

There are drawbacks to winning 


runs. When the same boys go through

after 
game, 
some of them 


through their entire college career 
without tasting defeat, there is a ten- 
dency to take things a little too easy. 
They get the idea that they are in- 
vincible and that they don't have to 
give their best in every game to fin- 
ish on top. " 


I'd say that one of my biggest jobs 


has been to knock the slightest sign 
of overconfidence out of the Gophers. 
Naturally, I watch this closer now than 
I would under ordinary conditions 
when one of my teams takes it on the 
chin now and then. 


My boys have assumed the attitude 


of playing one game at a time. They 
never key themselves for any one con- 
test. This tends to make them steadier 
through the campaign rather than un- 
nerve them. 


It's a different story with the curb- 


stone quarterbacks. They constantly 
talk along this line: "The Gophers 
can't go on forever without getting 
beat. Wonder which team will be first 
to upset them?" 


In the Twin Cities as well as in other 


sectors where our team appears, old 
grads and Minnesota well wishers al- 
ways are talking about this winning 
streak. I try to discourage them as 
much as possible for too much con- 
versation on the subject eventually 
will get back to the boys.

sons in Washington suspected the mu- 
nitions committee had in its files some 
such q£fidavit as the Elliott Roosevelt- 
Anthony Fokker document relating 
to the contract dealing with proposed 
sale of airplanes to Russia.

aking on substance until Senator Nye. 
^orth Dakota Republican, chairman 
of the committee, released it with the 
explanation that it was to offset a mag- 
azine story saying the committee was 
suppressing pertinent matter. 


It may or may not have a dime's 


worth of political effect. But it does 
raise a question as to just how much 
material of present or future propa- 
ganda value is yet locked up in the 
committee files.

The oth- 
er morning I opened his cage door and 
he was dead, for seven years I train- 
ed him, the longest of any of my cats.
